They are made of 
uric acid crystals, urates, axalate 
of lime, phosphate crystals, calclum 
carbonate, cystine, carbonate of 
lime, xanthine, and Indigo. 
| erystals and minerals are cemented 
| together into differently shaped 
| stones, but are rarely of the same 

composition as ordinary stones of 
| the soil. Many of these stones can | 

be dissolved under proper dietetic 
| treatment. If the chemistry of the 
urine is properly changed, the ce- 
mented crystals lose thelr adher- 
ence to each other and pass out in 
the form of “gravel.” Such reme- 
dies as muriatic acid are sometimes 
used to dissolve these stones, but the 
safest and sanest method {Is through 
changing the chemistry of the urine 
by sclentific dietetics.

PRODUCTION 
OF WORLD IS 
NOT CERTAIN 


U.S. Dept. Advises Farm- 
ers to Watch Other 


Countries 
Associated Press 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Jan. 37.— 
There ts little prospect for a general 
upward trend in wheat prices for some 
yeurs to come, ‘in the on oe of grain 
experts who made public Sunday the 
agricultural outlook report for 1930. 

The report, designed to help farm- 
ers gauge production to the prospec- 
tive demands for thelr commodities, 
was compiled by economists of the 
department of agriculture and farm 
experts from all parts of the country 
who have been jn conference here for 
the past week. 

There is littie in the wheat situa- 
tion in the United States and other 
countries at present to indicate that 
prices for the 1930 crop of the United 
States will be much different from 
those prevailing for the 1929 crop, un- 
less fall sown wheat suffers severe 
winter damage or the spring wheat 
acreage is reduced,” the report said. 

World stocks will be somewhat re- 
duced on July 1, 1930, from those on 
hand July 1, 1929, the report said, 
but the world acreage probably will 
not be materially changed and yields 
per acre are not likely to be so low as 
in 1929 when they were below average. 

The report pointed out that world 
production of wheat was keeping pace 
with the increasing demand and that 
consequently the outlook for a general 
increase in prices is not favorable. 
Farmers of the United States, it as- 
serted, must expect to meet continued 
keen competition in export markets 
from Canada, Australia, Argentina, 
and later on, poscibly Russia, 

Unless adverse conditions develop 
between now and harvest time cnother 
large crop of winter wheat will be pivo- 
duced in 1930, the economists sald. 
They figured that if yields and aban- 
donment equalled the acreage of the 
last ten years, the acreage seeded 
would result in a production of ap- 
proximately 570,000,000 bushels, which 
would be only slightly less than the 
large production of 578,000,000 in each 
of the last two years,

‘EMPORARY SLUMc IN MILK 
CONSUMPTION OF LITTLE 
CONSEQUENCE 


The absence of milk in the diet for 
nw limited time won't to the child any 
lasting harm and it is well to em- 
phasize this occasionally. Mothers 
seem to be terrified to change from 
breast to bottle or from bottle lo cup 
feeding because the baby doesn't take 
as much milk in the new way as he 
did before. If the mothers could be 
satisfied that th: change is more '™m- 
portant, for the time being, than the 
quantity of milk consumed, they would 
regard the whole matter much more 
calmly.

about being weaned. 

A Week Should Establish Change 

Here is my advice: Stop the breast 
feeding. Give the child throw regular 
meals daily at seven, twelve and 
In the morning give cereal 
made with milk and pour milk over it, 
orange juice and cod liver oil, Give 
s small cup of milk to drink, and 
use some of the malted powder if baby 
likes it better. The correct propor- 
tions are about five ounces of milk, 
One ounce of water, one (teaspoon of 
the powder and one scant teaspoon of 
sugar, Put the cup of milk by the 
child and refill 1¢ when it is empty 
Don't worry about the amount taken 
or how much is spilled. At noon give 
vegetables with some mi\k over them 
Give a milk pudding, @ custard or 
junket and offer 
again, but don’t fuss if baby doesn't 
take ft, At night offer the cereal 
again and for a few days, if you want 
to, nurse at this last meal, but don't 
nurse for longer than a_ week, by 
which time baby should be getting 
used to the cup feedings and satisfied 
without the breast. 

Keep in mind that there are all 
kinds of ways “of getting the milk 
into the diet and into baby without 
her drinking a drop. Employ these 
various methods until the baby has 
become accustomed to the loss of 
nursing and is willing to accept milk 
in this new way. Most mothers find 
that with patience and no scolding or 


teasing, the baby will accept the cup)

THE EXPERIMENT 


Upon returning from my _ third 
attempt to get moose pictures—and 
perhaps a moose—I found my rabbit 
snares covered with almost a foot of 
snow, With food always a pressing 
problem, I changed these as quickly 
as possible to locations where fresh 
tracks were to be found.
